I know, of course, that it’s im- 
possible for everybody present here 
to-day to live in Scotland.

} GLOWING TRIBUTES. 


Montrouil, June 28. 

: The memory of Karl Halg was 
honored to-day when an eques- 
trian -stntue of the Field 
Marshal erected by private sub- 
seriptions from French 
was unveiled here in the square 
in the presence of a large and -dis- 
tinguished yathering representing 
Grent Britain and France. 

A--message from the Prince of 
Wales to Lord Jellicoe was read 
expressing the confidence that 
“the united admiration of the 
French -and Brit?sh peoples for 
the grent soldier will form 
further bond between the 
countries.” 

The statue stands only about 2 
mile from the chateau which was 
the G.H.Q. of the British Army 
from February 1916 until April 
1919. 

Lady Haig, and her two daugh- 
ters were the central figures of 
the geremony inh which M. 
Minister of War, Mar- 
shal. Petuin, Lord Jellicoe, Lord 
Allenby and Lord Tyrell, a bat-
